LD CHEHALIS 
PASSES AWAY. 


NOTED SPEED GETTER 18 GONE 
TO, HORSE HEAVEN. 


Most Famous Stallion Ever SGred 
West of Rocky Mountains, He Had 
Wen Many Races, and Created a 


Chehalis, 2:04%, the fastest pacing 
Stallion ever bred west of the Kocky 
Mountains, and in more respects than 
one, the most picturesque equine that 
ever appeared upon the grand circuit, 
is dead at Morrisville, Vt. Chehalis wis 
ly years old at the time of his death, 
having been foaled in 1890. 

Jay Beach, of Vancouver, Wash., 
bred Chehalis, who was sired by Alta- 
mont, 2:26%, the wonderful son of Al- 
mont, brought to the coast some time 
before. Sired by the horse that a half 
dozen years ago had the proud dis- 
tinction of being the sire of more 2:10 

than any other horse in the 
world, Chehalis was out of an extraor- 
din.ry mare, Tecora, Kentucky bred. 
Chehalis was but one of several star 
performers of the Altamont-Tecora 
family, and took his name from the 
river, county and town in this State, 
an Indian word meaning sand, or 
sandy. . 
When but a colt Chehalis became the 


=a |property of Frank Frazier of Pendle- 


ton, Umatilla county, Or., and as a 
racing proposition the name of the 
man became as famed as that of the 
animal, for they were inseperable 
during t:e years of Chehalis’s tri- 
umphs, and when they parted the ani- 
mal failed to perform as well as when 
they were united. Chehalis received his 
education racing over the frozen roads 
of Frazier’s great sheep ranch, pulling 
a sieigh behind him, until his owner 
became convinced that he was pos- 
sessed of a wonderful burst of speed. 
His first race was a three-year-old, 
when he was started in the 2:18 class 
at Portland, Or., and won third money, 
pacing second in sme heat to the tune 
of 2:18%. At Salem he was started in 
the 2:30 class anil spread-eagied his 
held, doing one he:t in 2:24%. 

He was not raced as a four-year-old, 
but rearpeared in his fifth year, and 
then began the brilliant part of his ca- 
reer. He started in thirteen races in 
Oregon and Califérnia and won twelve. 
In the thirteenth he was second to 
Waldo J. He lowered his record by 
successive stages to 2:07%, won five 
heats in less than 2:10, and captured 
$4650 in purses. Nevdlees to say, he was 
the senrction of the year. In 1836, his 
sixth year, an imujred leg kept him 
off the tracks, but in 1897 he was placed 
on the Montana circuit and was as 
sensational as before. He won 
free-for-all after . free-for-all, and 
brought the season to a brilliant con- 
clusion by smashing the world’s record 
of 4:22% for two miles. He reduced 
the figures to 4:19%, a record that was 
never approached until last fall, when 
Dan Patch set the mark at 4:17 at the 
Memphis track. The tracks and the 
conditions considered, Chehalis’s per- 
formance is ranked as the better of 
We two. 

By 1898 the fame of Chehalis was as 
wide as the reaches between the boun- 
Gdaries of the country, and 
Was annovumed that 
raced on the Grand Circuit, easterners 
were all agog with interest. His first 
Grand Circuit appearance was at Den- 
ver, in June, and of him at that time 
the Horse Review sald: “He is only 
fifteen hands and an inch in height, 
and ie rather a light-boned horse, but 
in his make-up from end to end he Is 
@ model of teauty, and his conduct 
at all times would indicate that he 
knows it. But, he not only wears hob- 
bies, but he wears them down on his 
legs half way be ween his knees and 
his elbows, and op his front feet he 
wears ten-ounce and four-ounce 
toe weights.” |

In case of an accident, even 
of a trifling nature, they simply have 
to send for someone to fix the machine. 
Everyone who owns an automobile 
should learn to know how the machine 
is put together. They should learn the 
different moods of the engines. For, 
as with every otfigr piece of machinery, 
it will never run the same two days in 
succession. e successful automobilist 
should be able to tell whether every 
wheel and valve in the entire machine 
is doing the work assigned to it, simp- 
ply by the motion of the car. There is

“Instead of ng this, the machine 
should be ca liy watched, and the 
the least thing out of 
be stopped and the 
repairs made, me day people wiil 
learn that it would not cost as much 
as it does to k a car in perfect 
repair if they would attend to the little 
defects as soon as they occur.

Not every day is it 
clubman to kill fifty ducks, 
so good a shot.

It costs as much to run a pre- 
serve when fifteen birds is the limit as 
when fifty is the legal number, and a 
man who is paying so dearly for his 
sport can hardly be blamed for want- 
ing to get a str worth taking a 
photograph of once in a while. 

Fifty ducks is a reasonable limit. If 
the present law is enforced all around 
and market shoo is stopped, there 
be plenty of birds for years to 
come. Great as the damage done by 
gunners has been, the gradual draining 
and  cultivat of the country’s 
has an equally bad effect 
on tite sport in many sections of the 
middie west. The same thing has been 
seen here. 

Any decent man will live up to a fifty- 
bird bag’ limit, but the smaller re- 
Striction could never be enforced. 
Sometimes in one flight a good shot will 
get fifteen birds down. A gunner likes 
to get enough for his friends, and when 
one has a host of acquaintances fifty 
ducks do not go very far. 

One thing is sure. The poor man, 
who is so often dragged into the game 
legislation controversy has a better 
chance to get his ducks from some for- 
tumate friend who is a club member 
than. he would have to go out and shoot 
them himself with a fifteen-bird bag 
limit and no gun clubs te encourage the 
birds: Clubmen with such restrictions 
would have to quit business. Without 
clubs there would be no ducks for any- 
bedy in Southern California; the hunt- 
ers would drive them out in a week.

| At the session of the Produce Ex- 
change on Saturday the members made 
no change on eggs, butter or cheese. 

Most of the produce merchants report | 
that business has been very flat during 
the past week. 

The fish dealers as usual were pretty 
well cleaned out on Saturday morning. 
The hot spell has not helped their busi- 
ness any. Many lobsters were dead be- 
fore they reached Los Angeles, and, 
though there are quite good, still the 
epicure will not have them. There has 
been a marked scarcity of rabbits and 
hens for the past few days. 

Peaches are still scarce, and higher 
figures are asked for the best grades. 
Pears and applies are very firm, and, al- 
though a carload of ‘Bellefleurs came 
on the market, the price of the latter 
has been made rather firmer with no 
quotable change. The supply of these 
will be, small, and are in a very few 
hands. 

Grapes of all kinds are in abundance, 
and their rates are unchanged. Black 
figs came in rather freely, and made 
from 45@70c per picking box. Their 
quality was, however, not of the very 
highest order. Berries are not arriving 
fast enough for the demand, and the 
canneries are taking all they can get. 

A liberal supr'~ of watermelons and 
cantaloupes are still arriving, and, as 
a matter of fact, there is no fixed price 
on these fruits. 

All vegetables are standing at last 
quotations, with good supply and de- 
mand. Tomatoes are now coming in 
rapidly, and canners are buying large 
quantities of them. 

The local packers do not seem to have 
felt any depression in trade this past 
week, as they all report that business 
is good and have made no changes in 
prices.

over his competitor, the Exchange, In 
'that Earl sold oranges in competition 
with the Exchange: and that the Ex- 
change was compelled to use Earl's 
cars to ship its oranges to the East; 
that Earl was kept informed of the 
‘movements of his own cars, and when 
they went East laden with the fruit of 
his. competitors, he, knowing the desti- 
nation and time of arrival of his cars 
at a given point, would ship his own 
fruit te such point, so that it would 
reach there before the time of the ar- 
rival of the Exchange fruit, thus de- 
priving the Exchange fruit of a market 
at that point and time. 
FOUR UNCLEAN HANDS. 

“As a matter of defense by Earl and 
the railroad companies, they conclu- 
sively proved that Naftzger himself was 
not in court with clean hands. That. 
he himself had a private interest in 
the Overland Fruit iar pate and in 
‘the 100 cara already mentioned, and had 
80 secret car line interest ‘with Mr. 


and aleo had been interested i. a pri- 
vate fruit company, to-wit: 
ducers’ Fruit Company; that "the rail- 
road companies had refused him the 
privilege of longer mafptaining his pri- 
vate car line, the Overland Fruit Dis- 
patch, and that he was trying to make 
it appear before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that his grievance 
arising from the refusal to pefmit him 
to operate his private car line, the 
Overland Fruit Dispatch, was a griev- 
ance of the Exchange, and not of him- 
self individually. 
FORCED TO CONFESS. 

“In addition to this, Nafteger at first 
denied before the commission that he 
had been in receipt of routing rebates, 
or that he had had any deal with the 
railroad companies relating thereto. 
Finally, he was forced, In contradiction 
of his previous testimony, to admit in 
one case that he had personally been 
paid rebates by the agent of an east- 
ern railroad, and in another case that 
he had a routing rebate deal with the 
Southern Pacific Ratiroad, relating 
its El Paso line, and in another case 
that he had received a la sum of 
moyey arising from these rebates, paid 
to him as president of the Overland 
Fruit Dispatch,” 

Later in his opinion Mr. Mitchel]! says: 

“The routing privilege was ordered re- 
stored by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, but the raflroads refused 
to obey the order, and suit to compe! 
obedience was brought before Judge 
Wellborn by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. As one of the chief and 
strongest defenses to this suit the rall- 
read company set up Nafteger’s reia- 
tions to private car lines and railroads, 
and his receipt of illegal rebates. 

“It is certainly significant that the 
point most vehemently pressed by 
Naftzger, the restoration of the rout- 
ing privilege, was the one which, if 
gtanted, would restore the illegal priv- 
ilege of collecting rebates. The revate 
practice was stopped when the routing 
privilege was taken away from the 
shippers. As a defense before Judge | 
Wellborn, the railroad companies as- 
sumed the high moral ground that they 
had taken away the routing privilege’ 
from the shippers, especially to put a’ 
stop to the criminal practice of exact- 
Ine rebates. This plea of the railroads 
‘was #eh@er nonsense, and they knew it, 
but it was justified hy Naftzger’s con- 
nection with them,”

These contracte were soon 
preken in aii cases, and these sacrifices 
went for naught. The proof was con- 
=—— that this same thing was done 
toaatbut the principal markets of 

United States. 

“The evidence proves that continual 
warfare was being waged by the 
Agency against the independents 
throughowt the United States during 
the present season, and that a condi- 
tion of very low prices existed every- 
where a8 @. the Agency started 
the cutting of prices and sacrificing of 
oranges, and in cases where the inde- 


pendents were not compelled tempora- 


rily to withdraw from the fleld they 
were forced to meet the cut prices; 
which resulted Gisastrously for all 
parties.” 


SUMMING UP. 
CASE AGAINST NAFTZGER. 

Despite the verdict of the jury uc- 
quitting Naftzger of Kinney’s specific 
charges, the deposed president of the 
defunct California fruit trust stands 
convicted of incempetency and untit- 
ness. 

By the exposures’ in The Times and in 
leading newspapers of other Southern 
California cities, and through the per- 
sonal experiences of well-nigh ruined 

citrus growers, Naftzger was compelled 
to step down and out, before Kinney, 
the ninny, loaded his bDilunderbuss with 
the shattered fragments of spent am- 
munition and took afm at a dead man’s 
head.

they will sell thelr fruit for themsetves 
—insatead of for Naftzger. 

(6.) That Nafteger has “heared” the

That Nafizger has hired incom- 
petent men as agents of the trust at 
various points in the country, and has 
paid them exorbitant salaries. 

(9.) That while the orange growers 
have been almost suffering for the 
necessities of life, while getting for 
their fruit In some cases 2 cents (or 
less) a box, Naftager has grown rich, 

(10,.) That Naftzger gave false testi- 
mony, was caught at it, and had to 
confess, 

CASE AGAINST KINNEY. 

The position of Kinney, the valiant 
capturer of a dead culprit, is rather 
more ludicrous than tragic. The posi- 
tion of a very noisy man whose brains 
have gone to seed in hig beard. It 
seems that he aspired to be the Moses 
who should lead the oppressed fruit 
growers out of the Egypt of their di- 
lemma, but he appears tq have gotten 
no further than the bullrushes—those 
that grow by the river of “red ink.” 

It has been demonstrated: 

(1.) That Kinney is a noisy man. 

(2.) That the tin megaphone with 
which he sought to stir the admiration 
of the quick and compass the confusion 
of the dead, has cost him a great deal 
of money. 

(3.) That it has not created a circu- 
lation for his “little weakly.” 

(4.) at the “charges” Kinney 
brought, with great blare and bagoo, 
had passed into history, along with the 

oval of the corpse, some consider- 
able time before. 

(5.) That the trust was doonied; it 
had been tried twice and failed miser- 
ably, and nothing short of a miracle 
could have saved it from dissolution. 


(6.) That Kinney is not a miracie| 


worker, only a cireus performer with a 
$19,000 tin megaphone and a penchant 
for sentences in “red ink.” 

(7.) That it was bad enough when 
Earl sneaked «aboard, but Willie 
Hearst's arrival capsized the craft. 
/(8.) That Kinney’s attack on the 
Naftzger corpse was only begun after 
the growers had hissed Kinney’s hired 
agitator from their hall. 

(9%.) That the only important effect 
Kinney’s megaphone assault had upon 
the public was to scare timid capital 
into foreclosing orchard mortgages at a 
time when revolution had ce ased and 
reconstruction begun.

"TWAS SUICIDE. 


BUT HARRY DUDLEY’S MOTHER 
' THINKS IT WAS MURDER. 


She Appears to be Mistaken, How-~ 
x” in Thinking That the San 
‘ neisco Coroner’s Jury Called it 
Murder—Chief of / Police Hammel 
Takes a Hand. 


Facts appear to be lacking to sustain 
the rumor that Harry Dudley of this 
city was murdered on the steamer 
Leelanaw en route to San Francisco, 
and that the Coroner's jury, in San 
Francisco found a verdict of “murder.” 

Dudiley’s mother, Mrs. Alice J. Serret 
of No. 141 West Twenty-second street, 
receivéd a letter from the north stat- 
ing that there were inany evidences 
that Dudley was murdered, and that 
his body, which was found suspended 
from a life raft in the ship by a rope 
Was put there after he was dead in 
order to appear like suicide. 

Mra. Serret got the impression from 
the letter that the Coroner's jury had 
found a verdict of ‘“‘murder.”’ 

he appears to have misunderstood, 
or somebody misunderstood. The fol- 
lowing special dispatch was received 
last night by The Times from San 
Francisco: 


“Coroner Leland never sent any let- 
ter to the ‘parents of Harry Dudley. 
The,Coroner’s verdict was suicide, al- 
though the Coroner wasn’t satisfied/as 
there was nothing to show any reason 
for the young man’s action. He had 
money and kept a diary up to the day 
of his death. In this he made no men- 
tion of any trouble that would have 
prompted him to take his life.

Coroner Léland was mystified 
and put detectives on the case, but 
they secured nothing. Today a dis- 
patch was received from Chief of Po- 
lice Hammel of Los Angeles urging in- 
quiry and DetectWwe Cody was put on 
the case.

HOW THESE CAN BE USED. 

The first of the above ordinances is 
valuable in cases Where agents or em- 
ployés of a boycotting union ere sta- 
tioned in front of the place of busi- 
ness of a person who is being subjected 
to a boycott, for the purpose of 4 
tributing printed circulars calling t 
attention of passers-by to the boycott 
and desiring them to refrain from 
patronizing the boycotted firm or in- 
dividual. 

Numerous arrests of these distribu- 
tors have been secured, but their dis- 
charge has inevitably resulted. where 
the charge placed against them in the 
police courts was disturbange of the 
peace. Those’ courts hold, in the ab- 
sence of a special ordinance, that the 
distributors have a certain right to 
hand out the circulars so long as they 
do so in a peaceable and quiet man- 


themselves by their presemce in the 
neighborhood. If, however, they force 
the circulars. upon passers-by, by 
thrusting them in their hands or upon 
their persons, by jostling them, and 
particularly where abusive language is 
used in case thé passer-by disregards 
the boycott circulaft and enters the 
place of business of the person boy- 
cotted, a charge of disturbing the 
peac> may well lie end the distrib- 
utor be fined in a police court for caus- 
ing a breach of the peace. 

As provided in the first of the 
above ordinances, a conviction and fine 
will inevitably result where the dis- 
tributor its the boycott circulars 
to “litter the public highways.”

“That night the promoter left for New York, taking 
all the money with him. Uthoff had voted for the bill 
and had nothing. He took a pistol and followed ithe 
promoter to New York. They met at the Waldorf Hotel, 
and there under the influence of a bottle of cham- 
pagne, Uthoff was made to compromise his claim of 
$100,000 for $5000 cash. At the same time he signed 
a statement that he knew the promoter was not cor- 
rupt, and that he believed he would be as far from 
offering a bribe as he (Uthoff) would be from accepting 
one if offered.” 


Folk Talks of the Government. 


The conversation here turned on the gubernatorial 
campaign, and I asked Mr. Folk what he would do if 
he were elected. He replied: 

“If 1 become governor I shall see to it that bribery 
is exterminated in our State Legislature. The first 
time a legislator takes a bribe I will send a message 
to the General Assembly asking for his impeachment. 


I will not allow a corrupt lobby to exist at the Legisla- 


ture, and the way of the sand-bagging legislator will be 
at an end. I shall use all my power to put corrupt men 
out of the party. organization, and will do what I can 
to purify party politics. I shall recommend laws for- 
feiting franchises obtained by bribery and - protecting 
witnesses who testify in bribery cases. In short, I in- 
tend to do all I can to wipe out bribery and corruption 
in the State of Missouri.” 3 5 


Boodle Issues as a National Movement. 


“Do you expect to see the anti-boodle issue extend 
to other States?” 

“I think it is already doing so. Public sentiment id 
regard to such matters is changing, not only in this 
State, but throughout «he Union. Bribery is becoming 
a crime in the eyes of the people, and nearly every 
State is now waging war against such corruption. 
Until our exposures here a bribery case was practically 
unheard of. Indeed,’ there is hardly a score of cases in 
the court reports of the United States. We have had 
more prosecutions for bribery within the past ten years

“They can do so by taking an interest in politics, 
denouncing bribery, and by voting to wipe it out. Every 
good citizen should go to the primaries. He should at- 
tend the precinct, ward and township meetings and 
see that honest men are nominated. Ninety-nine per 
cent. of our people are honest, but the other one per 
cent. of dishonesty is perniciously acting and working 
while the other ninety-nine sleep. Wake up the ninety- 
nine, and there is no fear of results. 

“And then the citizen should urge the enforcement 
of the laws,” continued Mr. Folk. “He should denounce 
bribery and assist in its detection. There should be a 
constant search for corruption, and this should be 
prosecuted without regard to the feelings of individuals. 
No honest man can be hurt by investigation, and no 
dishonest one has any right to object. because his mis- 
deeds are made public. Publicity and enforcement of 
the law are the chief antidotes for corruption. Boodlers 
can be punished by ballot as well as by prisons. The 
first duty of eyery citizen is to put an end io bribery 
in our public life. He should vote against it, talk 
against it, and work against it. When the people look 
upon boodling as they do upon ordinary stealing, and 
when the boodler is punished like the ordinary thief, 
we shall be much further along the road to purity in

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Pictures of Russia. 
THE RussIAN PEASANT, THE BACK- 
BONE OF His CoUunTRY. 
By a Special Contributor. Bini 

E may look upon the Russian peasant from two 

different points of view. Observing him through 
| the eyes of Mr. John A. Logan, Jr., a favored 
guest of the Czar, and a gentleman not given to close in- 
vestigation, we push the Russian rustic aside as a brute, 
totally unworthy of our notice, a menace and burden to 
his country and government. On the other hand, if we 
look through the telescope of Stepniak, who brings con- 
ditions as they are into reach.of our full understanding, 
we see a picture’that calls for pity, that arouses indigna- 
tion, that._stamps the peasant as a martyr hero and his 
superiors as the brutes. | 

But today we will look through our own eyes, and get 
acquainted with the external appearances of 65 per cent. 
of Russia, the real foundation ‘upén which the present 
empire is built, and which is destined to support in some 
future time the greatest republic of the eastern hem- 
isphere. 

The very features, stature, and walk of the Russian 
peasant express suffering and speak of the burdens he 
has borne during the time of serfdom under the land- 
lord, and the burdens that are crushing him now in his 
serfdom under the government, the “kulak,” or money- 
lender,-and the church. 

His race, 2 mixture of Slav and Tariar, is by no means 
void of beauty. Sporadically springs forth a peasant 
child, male as well as female, that in form and feature is 
well worthy to be the model for an ancient divinity, but 
these children grow rarer from year to year. Privation, 
labor and starvation push the Russian peasant steadily 
down the physical, mental and moral grade. and what he 
is, is not by choice, but by force of the most trying 
conditions. 

The Russian peasant is the natural link between the 
Orient and Occident: Even his dress ‘is a picturesque 
mixture of eastern color effects and wesiern sobriety. 
He wears his shirt outside his trousers. It is either of 
bright red, pink or white, and when possible the little 
standing collar, the lower edges of the shirt and sleeves 
are richly, yes, even artistically embroidered in re silk. 
The trousers-are really bloomers tucked into high boots, 
and the favorite material for.this voluminous garment 
is a cheap grade of velvet. .In strange contrast to this 
gay. house dress stands the coarse, ill-fitting overcoat 
of a dull brown and the sheepskin fur coat worn by men 
and women, making it difficult to distinguish the sex 
from a distance. | 

The peasant woman's attire is not less picturesque. A 
comfortably fitting shirtwaist with low neck and short 
puffed sleeves, partially covered by a loose “mieder” and 
straps across the shoulders, a skirt which is of modest 
shortness and a headgear “kakoshnik” of bright-colored 
silk ornamented with tinsel and encircling a getcerally 
‘heavy mass of hair like a crown, form fitting ornaments 
of the Russian woman that is only rare today. 

This is the way Russian peasants dressed in the good 
old times, and how few. probably not over 10 per cent., 
dress so today. The rést go in rags, glad to have some- 
thing to cover their nakedness and protect them from 
the burning sun of the summer and the icy cold of the 
winter. Since 1861 the liberated serf became the slave 
of the government, and the Russian government, like 
the American trusts, has no heart. The Russian peas- 
ant is the most glaring monument of misconceived, mis- 
applied and mismanaged reform. ! 

’ Free as the peasant is supposed to be. he is a slave 
worse than ever. Before 1861 he had only one master, 
and even to this one he used to say “My vashi, no zem- 
lia asthe” (“We are yours, but the soil is ours.) but 
now he is the prey of ihe government, the kuiak or 
usurer, and the church. and between those three vam- 
pires, he is staggering through a miserable life to a mis- 
erabie grave. 

Even in purely social externalitics he is a slave. At 
the approach of one of superior rank he will jump to his 
feet. even in his own house. or, rather, hut. He will 
stand bareheaded for hours in the burning sun or the 
piercing cold. In asking a favor, he will fall upon his 
knees and touch the ground with his forehead, before a 
man or woman that is not worthy to be mentioned in 
one breath with him. the free peasant. 

Still he is human. His heart is open to hatred and 
love. He may be driven to despair. and thus 75 per 
cent. of all crimes committed by Russian peasan‘s can 
be traced to a state of mind which would drive the 
higher classes to suicide. Even his love is tarnished by 
his masters. He can but seldom marry the choice of his 
heart—he has to consider the productive ability of his 
life’s partner. He can't pay the‘ taxes, the interest on 
his debts, and the dues to the church by the work of two 
hands. He needs four, and as soon as even his babes’ 
little hands can grasp, they must help to keep bread in 
the home. What a home it is! A shack of rough logs 
thatched with straw, a great part of it filled by a huge 
oven, the top of which serves the family as a bed. This 
is the home to which he takes his bride after a short 
courtship. 

He probably could earn more, sufficient even to support 
his fdinily in a way; but here his religion, or rather the 
church, puts in her veto. He has to celebrate saints’ 
days and anniversaries, and spend his mite in wax 
tapers and church contributions, until out of 365 days 
only 235 remain for work. 

Idleness is the root of all evil: poverty is not inducive 
to family happiness, and to escape the bore of a holiday,

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FUEL MADE OF REFUSE PULP. 


SAID TO Possess Morr Meat Units THAN COAL 
or 


[Philadelphia Record:] A new fuel successfully tested 
Pat Muncie, In], has been invented by Jacob Smith. a 
Slassworker. It is said to possess more heat units per 
pound than either coal or wood; it can be manufactuced 
and sold at a profit for half the cost of coal, and it Goes 
not smoke except when a strong draft is used. Its suc- 
cess as a fuel for domestic uses was determined several 
weeks ago, but not until this week, when it was used 
beneath an engine boiler, was its value for manufacteur- 
ing demonstrated. The fuel is made largely from the 
refuse of the pulp mills, of which there are a number 
about Muncie. Each mili turns out thousands of tons 
of refuse annually. The refuse, a combination of. soda 
and lime. is mixed with crude oil, and the finished prod- 
uct resembles putty. It may be cut with a spade and 
thrown into a furnace of beneath a boiler. No kindling 
is necessary, for a match touched to it will light readtly, 
the material burning with an intense heat. There are 
no clinkers, and the ashes remaining aft 
burned down may be made into a new compound 
which Mr. Smith has another use.

A VISIT TO THE Famous GROTTO 
GIvusTI, IN TUSCANY. 


‘ From a Special Correspondent. 


LORENCE, Aug. 4—It would be difficult to 
find a region more riddled with natural baths 
and’ mineral springs than are the fair hills 
of Tuscany, and that is why tbe Italiana of 
every grade insist on a rest and change in midsummer. 
Cook and chambermaid, professcr and padrone go off to 
@ pension among the hills, and each declares, “I must 
go take my baths.” During the entire year they have 
rarely known a full-length tubbing at home, but for two 
weeks they hie themselves away, to soak off 
the accumulated grime, and to drown out the 
ailments which stiffen the joints and destroy di- 
gestion. Even large cities are devoid of doctors, 
who flee for midsummer to the- hills, to protect 
their patients at the baths. Every physician of 
good standing transports his office and his instruments | 
to some popular resort, where he shrewdly combines his 
own summer outing with the needs of a rich clientéle. 
The hurried tourist who reads as he runs is every- 
where faced by the glaring poster, “Grotia Giusti, Mon- 
summano.” He cannot escape the words, which become 
burned into his brain. He dreams of dark holes and 
mountain caves. He knows the Blue Grotto of Capri to 
be Italy’s boast, but the fame of this, which sounds li * 
the Grotto of Justice, has never reached him. Inquiry ' 
stimulates his interest, as the grotto has a wonderful 
record, though the name does not concern itself with 
‘justice, and the idea only reveals the traveler's igno- 
@ance of Italian literature. Be he invalid or athlete, no 
foreigner will regret it if he sidetracks from his main 
itinerary and pays a visit to the grotto. : 
Afier an hour's ride through a country rich in corn 
and wheat, in silvery olives and festoons of grapevines, 
with a boundary of rolling hills and climbing moun- 
tains, I was wildly shouting for the “facchino,” who‘ 
would not hear, and the suave Itaiian said the stop was | 
very brief, and he would hand down the baggage. His 


descent spectrum as he moves, and his beautiful hen, in 
a quieter robe of mottled brown, worships her lord, as 
every Italian lady must. Just beyond are jolly rabbits, 
of all ages and sizes, and the dovecote has its legion of 
cooing creatures.

Two statues of stately, dignified men face each other at 
} the entrance to the grounds. One is Giuseppi Giusti, cel- 
ebrated political satirist of a half century ago, whose 
trenchant wit was feared by tyrants, in the days when 
Italy was battling for iiberty. He was born in the vil- 
lage of Monsummano, where his. statue adorns the 
public square, and from him the grotto takes its name. 
The other statue is Domenico Giusti, known to the world 
only as father of the poet son. When we’ inquire for 
Mrs. Giusti and ask why the mother has no statue here, 
being equally interested in the fame of her son, the Ital- 
jans roar aloud, in compliment to the merriest joke 
which could be. perpetrated. The fathers may be some- 
bodies, but Italy has no idea of thus honoring the moth- 
ers of her sons.

Windows Down Ali Summer. 


‘In Washington there are two large institutions where, 


in sunlit rooms with weather-stripped windows down 
and shades raised. These buildings are brand new and 
represent the perfection of interior arrangement so far 
as comfort and sanitation are concerned, They are both 
goverment scientific institutions, one being the hygienic 


the same pnenomenon of physics as 1s applied in ice- 
making plants or indoor ice-skating rinks. In the’ ice 
plants water is admitted to a honeycomb of tanks whose 
iron sides are chilled by anhydrous ammonia, seething 
in tubes beneath the metal. In ice rinks the ammonia 
piping is simply imbedded below the uninterrupted sur- 
face of a great water tank. 

An individual “cooling stove” was lately designed by 
Prof. Willis L. Moore, chief of the national weather bu- 
reau, to artificially chill one of the rooms of that insti- 
tution. It is a tall, cylindrical tank, fitted at the top 
with an elbow pipe connecting with the 
outer air. In the hottest summer weather it will main- 
tain in the room a temperature of 614 degrees as cheaply 
as will a stove heat the same room comfortably in win- 
ter. The outdoor air on entering the cylinder at the top 
is cleaned and dried incidental to a partial cooling. On 
falling to the lower compartment its temperature is re- 
duced to such a degree that it issues from a vent in the 
bottom at a temperature of 36 degrees.. Since humidity 
greatly adds to the discomfort of summer temperature, 
the drying which the air receives before being finally 
chilled greatly adds to the ing stimulus of 
cooled air alone. 
Cools arid Ventilates the Room. 


This apparatus emits its chilled air at a velocity of 
125 cubic feet per minute, as measured by the wheel of 
an air meter attached. The cold air after passing into 
the room spreads along the floor and slowly ‘ascends, 
forcing the warm air out through the open window tops 
and thus perfecting ventilation. 

The chilled air supplied is germ-proof. The mechan- 
ism is automatic, its operation being due to the outside

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Philippine QNCatives. 
THEIR MENTAL AND MORAL TRAITS 
ARE Nor

ONTRARY to the general opinion at home, the Fil- 
ipino people are not a race, but various tribes of 


people with widely differing characteristics, cus- 


toms and religions. On the Island of Luzon alone there 
are the Tagals, who inhabit the vicinity of Manila, the 
Pampanga, Igorrotes, Liongotes and many others—- 
some thirty tribes in all on this island. The central 
islands of the archipelago are classed as the Visayes, 
comprising many distinct tribes, and the Moros inhabit 
Mindanao and the Sulu Archipelago. 

This letter refers to the Tagals, who, by reason of. 
their living in and near the capital and coming in con- 
tact with European civilization, have had greater ad- 
vantages than other tribes In the islands, and are the 
people usually referred to as the Filipinos. 

The majority of the natives of Manila are Mestizos 
(half-castes.) either Spanish or Chinese, and it may 
naturally be inferred that this infusion of foreign blood 
has endowed the people of this class with ability be- 
yond that of the Tagal of unmixed blood. The wealthy 
natives live, most of them, in handsome homes and sup-

Easy-going Mistresses. 


There is an astonishing amount of freedom between 
the mistress and servants, and to give an order does 
not insute the carrying out of it. Among the natives 
there is a childish irresponsibility most exasperating 
at times and amusing at others. It does not cultivate 
a love for our “little brown brothers.” When we show , 

.a* servant how we wish a thing done, he proves, by 
once accomplishing it, that he understands what is re- ; 
quired of him, but the mext day he disregards all in- 
junctions, sits, for instance, on the floor to wash dishes, 
washing them with the floor cloth and probably | 
not drying them at all. When reminded from his lapse | 
of obedience he rewards you with a smile, a shrug of 
the shoulders, and “no importa.” It is difficult to un- 
derstand whether such conduct is actuated by a stub- 


pie irresponsibility. ‘ At other times we ree grown men 
and women walking in crowded streets swinging each | 
others’ hands or playing like happy children, when they 
Ought to be improving the condition of their clothing. 
We capnot but feel indulgent toward such simple 
natures. 

As to the life led by the different classes, it is all 
alike in that work does not constitute a very great fac- 
tor. The mistress of the house superintends the giv- 
ing of the orders and supplies for the day, after which 
the storeroom is locked, and she probably contents 
herself with embroidering unti] breakfast hour, at mid- | 
day. Then comes the siesta, dressing for the evening ; 
drive and dinner, then perhaps music and dancing until , 
a late hour. Meals for the family are very simple, rice 
and chicken forming the greater part of the repast. but 
when a dinner party is given the table groans under its | 
load of good things, and one is treated to course after | 
course, until it seems as though there would never be 
an end. In Manila the hostess takes a more visible part | 


of the social affairs, but in the provinces the wife and | 


other female members of the family do not frequently 
appear at the table wjth the guests, and if they are | 
present, eat but little and talk less. The place of , 
women is not a particularly exalted one, and among the | 
lower. classes they are more often the wage earners of 
the family; thia, one Filipino told me, was “costombre” 
(custom.) 
Indolent Servants. 


The servants receive their instructions (in the morn- 
ing and slowly and deliberately go about their several 
duties, cleaning the floor, flicking away the dust in 
the most prominent places, or whatever their work may 
be, but they neveg miss any excitement that may pre- 
sent itself, and they find much time for frolic and many 
wordy battles. An average servant can do less in more 
time than can well be believed, and if hurried he loses 
his head altogether and can do nothing the remainder 
of the day. A great number of servants must be kept 
to do the work of two or three in the States, and } may 
say they do not receive pay for any more work than 
they do, but if salaries are increased the servant sud- 
denly finds himself rich enough to quit work, which he 
does without warning. The women are more faithful, 
but they, too, soon fall into the habit of dofng little 
more than keep up a semblance of work. It is possible 
the climate is responsible for this characteristic, for it 
is true of the Americans who live hére any length of 
time that they find their minds acting less quickly, 
and consequenily they accomplish less in a given length 
of time. 

Among the middie classes there are many shopkeep- 
ers who have their families with them in the little one- 
room store, where are kept for sale native cloth, rice, 
dried fish, and the articles commonly used among th 
poorer classes. 

The Chinos, however, have almost a monopoly of 
this class of business, but keep a larger stock and a 
better quality of goods.

Under the 
house is usually a black pig tied to a pole by a rope 
about its neck, and also a few chickens, but there never 
fails to be a zame cock, who is cared for as religiously 
as a babe, the man of the house spending a good share 
of his time holding this pet in his arms and stroking it, 
much as we would a dog or kitten. The man does some

. in front of the house. The wife may do washing at a 
, near-by creek or on the banks of the Pasig River, beat- 
| ing the clothes on a stone and hanging them on bushes 
, or spreading them on the ground to dry. Hot water is 
| never applied. The children wear very little clothing,

at all, though they are compelled to wear a few clothes 
now, as it is the law. One noticeable feature is that the

The homes of the poor do not know a table. Rice and 
a bit of meat are boiled and served on a banana leaf 
placed on the floor. At one side of the leaf are also a 
few dried fish. The rice is taken up with the fingers, 
rolled about a little to insure its safe conveyance to 
the mouth, and after that a bit of fish is bitten off. 
In many instances the fish are eaten raw, but the Tag- 
alogs usually dry them in the sun first. 


It is wonderful how little it requires to feed a na- 
tive family. The lack of ambition is perhaps due to 
this ability to sustain life on almost nothing, and also. 
to the fact that in times past natives were usually di- 
vested of anything of value they might possess. It 
was considered an impertinence for a native to have 
any aspirations, and with the aid of the enervating cli- 
mate, the natives were in the main content to live in 
this semi-savage manner. I am told the Spanish flogged 
a servant who cared wear shoes or put his shirt inside 
his trousers. This last is something an American finds 
amusing when he arrives here. Many of the natives still 
wear their shirts outside of their trousers, giving the ap- 
pearance of a pair of gajamas. :

Inside the tunnel, the temperature, which has 
been recorded to attain 121 degrees Fahr. on the rock, 
is cooled to a maximum of 77 degrees by means of sprays 
of glacier water, filtered before use, and relays of fresh 
air, which are passed through sprays and dried by wire 
gauze screens before reaching their objective. The foul 
air is exhausted by the great fans supplying the fresh, to 
the volume of 60,000 cubic feet per minute; and horses 
were early banished from the galleries, as the exhala- 
tions from their bodies vitiate the atmosphere. Perfect 
sanitary and laundry arrangements are found outside. 
The contraciors for the whole colossal undertaking are 
Brandt, Braudau & Co., of Hamburg. According to the 
terms of a revised convention, the first tunnel must be 
ready for traffic and the second completed in reduced 
section by April 30, 1905, in consideration of the sum of

On the Overland. 


From SAN BUENAVENTURA TO SAN 
OBISPO.

ON board the Overland at the town of San Buena- 
ventura, en route for regions unknown toward the 
north! What comfort to rest in the luxurious re- 
clining chairs, furnished the traveling public, leaving 

all daily cares behind—off for a long vacation! | 
All nature looks pleased in sympathy; the sea dim- 
ples, and the trown hills hide their shadows in the 
deepest cafions in honor of this much-desired holiday. 
Even the august, sable porter. who you feel sure can 
count the few coins through the leather sides of your 
diminutive purse, condescends to beam, as he majesti- 
cally waves his duster about the woodwork in your vi- 
cinity. Never mind if the fine particles of dust he has 
displaced seitle "upon your immaculate apparel—he 
means well and—it is a part of your holiday experi- 
“All abo-o-ard!” We go gliding away from the sta- 
tion and@ rattle over the long bridge that spans Ven- 
tura River. The coach tips and slows down and you 
wonder if you are really’om shipboard, for, out of the 
window you can see only the Waves of Old Pacific on 

one side, and sheer, immedigte cliffs upon the other. 


“Why, there is Point Rincon!” you exclaim, and 
méemory flies backward just adittle way, and you are 
riding in a covered stage coach, drawn by four léan 
horses, bumping over boulders that would upset any 
vehicle but a California stagecoach, driven by a Cal- 
ifornia stage driver, in the old days before the S.P.R.R. 
brought us modern modes of travel. 

Presently the landscape broadens, and you delight in 
the many cafions that come creeping from between low 
hills, clear down to the sand-barren beach, bearing upon 
their gentle slopes a beautiful burden of live oaks. 

_ A little way on and the train goes slipping into the 
| far-famed Carpinteria Valley, where the lima-bean bus- 
iness had its origin. - 

The bean fields are a disappointment to the trav- 
éler, as well as to the owners, for the vines are smal! 
and unthrifty. They are maturing, and appear not to 
be well podded. : 

The moisture is too near the surface this season, and 
the long tap-roots find nothing but dry food away 
down in the earth. The lima likes plenty to drink in 
the cellar, and if it is not stored there, he simply re- 
fuses to march. 

The long blades of corn are shriveled and roll into 
pipe stems at midday, while the ears are few and 
small. Altogether, the crops im this usually fertile sec- 
tion, as seen from the car windows, proclaim a dry 
year. Those who have last season's bean crop stored 
need not fear much competition from limas raised on 
unirrigated ground in nineteen-four. 3 

At Santa Barbara the tourist has time to alight and 
stretch his weary limbs, and the train will wait while 
he promenades long enough to see a little of this far- 
famed city for invalids. It is an attractive place even 
at ‘the depot grounds, and one wishes for time to get 
aboard the street cars and explore farther. 

In the grain-growing sections may be seen small piles 

of baled hay, very smal! for the acreage sown. In places 
where the grain has been headed, the stubble seems 
to have been cut and stacked for fodder. 
One sees frequent herds of cattle, which certainly look 
sleek and well pastured, ‘though one wonders what sus- 
tains them after gazing over miles of forbidding wastes.

‘tions, for a dusty, travel-tired pilgrim falls to berating

ously, where it on the traveler's already dusty 
visage, being the “last straw,” etc. , 

Along the northern portions of S@nta Barbara county 
are miles upon miles of waste land. The mountains 
again recede, as if desiring to hold aloof from such dis- 
reputable company. Water and tillage might reclaim 
this barren waste, but only homes could make it endu- 
rable. These iarge areas are covered with scant, dry 
vegetation, no live, moving hoof or wing redeems the 
monotonous distances. At its margin a few yellow 
daisies bloom, and purple flowering plants and piney 
shrubs decorate its neafer borders. Soon the track 
over which we fly changes direction, and the sunshine 
comes streaming in at the opposite windows. The fog

Here are extensive fields of beets, and they are look- 
ing in excellent condition. Possibly their charm is en- 
hanced by the desolate sections just crossed, but they 
compare more than favorably with the same crop seen 
in other beet-growing districts. Great numbers of cars 
are waiting on the side tracks to be filled with the prod- 
uct from the adjoining fields, and be hauled away to 
the factory when all is ready. 

Once more the landscape grows cheerful, for here 
are numerous homes, tiny streams of water and fertile 
plots of ground, while windmills with quickly-revolv- 
ing wheels are pumping water for the thirsty herds. 
The sea breeze sweeps in over the low hills and cools 
the heated air. os 

Just beyond Guadaloupe the bean fields are not look- 
ing well. Bilack-eyed beans, pink, and bayou, all alike, 
will yield but little if all are like those seen from the 
car window. In one field of a few acres three men and 
a boy were pulling vines and placing them in little 
heaps so tiny an infant might lift them. There seemed 
to be more workers than beans. : 

The country here has good schoolhouses, and small 
churches are occasionally seen. Altogether, one judges 
that a good class of citizens reside here, for ah air of 
thrift and weil-being emanates from the entire dis- 
trict. 

Our train makes rapid time until we reach San Luis 
Obispo, where we alight to seek temporary shelter 
among entire strangers. ae M. E. DUDLEY.

American line’s steamship Graf Waldersee was calied 
upon during the trip to pass sentence upon a thief caught 
stealing aboard the vessel.

A Few Words About Books Upon Gardening. 


ERY, very frequently I am asked to recommend to 
Times readers books upon gardening. A young 
lady recently wrote me asking what “catalogues” | 
could refer her to that would teach her how to force 
roses in a greenhouse, and I was obliged to reply that so 
far as I knew no commercial grower had yet beerf led to 
write any special instructions on this vast subject. The 
editor of the agricultural department of The Times rec- 
ommends a bovk on “Gardening in Southern California,” 
which he says has been revised and is up-to-date. Since 
Southern California is so varied in its conditions 1 fear 
that the “book for the beginner” has not yet been writ- 
ten, but nevertheless, book gardening taken with several 
grains of common sense, and due consideration of local 
conditions, will bring splendid results. There is a se- 
ries of books recently off the press of the Macmillan 
Company, called “The Garden Craft Series,” six of which 
are entitled as follows: “The Horttculturist’s Rule 
Book,” “The Nursery Book.” “Plant Breeding,” “The 
Forcing Book,” “Garden-making,” and “Pruning Book,” 
which in themselves make a comprehensive and very 
reliable reference ‘library. 
Some weeks ago | made reference to a very compre- 
Jensive list of bgoks on gardening issued by the Friday 
Morning Club of Los Angeles to their members and that 


the books referred to might be found in the Los Angeles; 


Public Library. I find upon investigation that a very 
generous proporiion of this list is also to be found in 
the Public Libraries of the smaller cities of Southern 
California under, of course, other classification num- 
bers, but that they are rarely called for, probably be- 
cause the average amateur is unaware of their existence. 
I have decided therefore to publish the list, and 
state that there is not one that is not of value in some 
part of the delightful study of plant life. The divisions 
or subheadings will indicate clearly the scope of the 
work referred to.

Wonders Never Cease. 


HE farm journals of Connecticut are complaining. of 
the depredations of wild deer in the heart of the Nut- 
meg State. Indeed these lively animals prefcr to browse 
upon farm crops rather than upon the herbage of the 
wilds. They have raided J. H. Hale’s famous peach or- 
chard greatly to his annoyance. The laws of Connecti- 


cut protect the deer, but do not make provision for soot 
ing them. Arn agitation is now under way to induce the 
State to purchase and fence great tracts of wild land 
and abandoned farms for the reception. of the deer, It 
is a strange condition in which the oldest farming com- 
munities on the continent find themselves suffering. 
from the raids of this animal, when most of the lately 
settled western communities are devoid of all kinds of 
wild game. «

Visible Wheat Supply. ai 
ft} HE amount of wheat on hand on the Pacific Slope be- 

low the new crop begun to come in was 2,078,006 
bushels, or about one-fifteenth the amount of old wheat 
visible east of the Rocky Mountains. The present wheat 
crop in California has averaged twelve bushels to the 
acre, which is exactly the average per acre of the whole 
United States, a coincidence showing that this State 
does not propose to fall behind the others, even if not 
excelling. Washington has the highest average, 26 
bushels, and South Carolina the lowest, 8 bushels. Our 
alfalfa crop has fallen down 18 per cent. compared with 
a full crop, and the hop crop is about normal. 

In prices, wheat has run clear out at the top of the 
register, No. 2 red winter bringing $1.16 a bushel afloat 
at New York, the highest values received since away off 
in the early nineties. In Chicago the price of No. 1 
spring wheat $1.08 on August 5. These are the mar- 
ket figures, and Andicate the prosperous condition of the 
wheat farmers ofthe country.

Heavy Traffic in Plants. . 


HE figures for the year ending July 1, 1904, show that 

640,461 trees and plants have been handied by the 
Horticultural Inspector of Los Angeles city. Of this 
number 10,814 were quarantined for possible insect in- 
fection, of which 3212 were disinfected, 1267 destroyed, 
and 235 returned. The heaviest traffic was in January, 
123,646 plants being inspected during that month, Feb- 
ruary, March and April following with 105,000, 106,000 
- and 104,900 each respectively, the lightest. month being 
July, 1903, with only 7314. A large proportion of this 
business is due t e improvement of the thousands of 
new homes in the fhew city and suburban localities. As 
over 630,000 of thia stock were found free from insect 
_ pests or disease it icates that the local nurserymen, 
florists and dealers are taking great care to furnish their 
patrons with clean plants, giving the purchasers a fair 
start against infection in the beginning. 


Orchard Conditions. 


ROM various sources we may gatber the fact that 

there will not be a heavy crop of citrus fruits the com- 
ing year. It will be a season of great differences in in- 
dividual crops. Upon clay lands th~ output will be fair, 
but upon lighter soils it will run from very light to less 
than the averages of naval varieties. A report cover- 
ing a large district shows that the navel trees show some 
new bloom, but not enough to be of serious character. 
The orchards are unusually free from black scale, due 
to the work of the Scutellista, one case I give as an ex- 
ample. The manager of the great McNally ranch at La 
Mirada says the work of the Scutellista has been so thor- 
ough that it as saved the owner thousands of dollars 
in relieving the orchard from spraying or fumigation. 
‘Some of the older Valencia orchards are almost entirely 
without fruit for the first time in their history. Alto- 
gether the outlook is for a much lighter crop than that 
of last season, and the estimator who busies himself with 
large figures should be. bottled up before he gets in his 


work. A 


Raising Dates. 


OME very roseate staiements are being made in the 
country press regarding the immense profits accruing 
from date culiure. One man writes that were he a 
young man he would start tomorrow as the origina! date 
grower of America, and) be rich in twenty years. Some 
one has to pioneer in this great industry, and that is 
just what the Department of Agriculture is doing. At 
Mecca, in the Coachella Valley, the department has 
planted 1300 date palms this season from the best impor- 
tations. No more ideal spot couid be found on the 
American continent, and I believe the experiment will 
demonstrate that dates can be grown successfully in 
Southern California. But one must have some money, 
considerable experience and a great deal Of initiative to

It is a great country, and 
of-the class that depends solely upon the merits of lis 
soil, water and climate for advancement. 

Cotton Boll Weavil. 3 

HAVE received a vial containing a number of speci- 

mens of the boll weevil from W. D..Hunter, tha inves- 
tigator in charge at Victoria, Tex., in the experiments 
now being made toward the contrul of this icsect by the 
Department of Agriculture. This is the insect whose 
ravages in Texas caused “Uncle Sam” to loosen his purse 
strings for $250,000, to be used if necessary in secking 
remedies for its extermination. It is a formidable little 
creature sailing under the name Anthbonomus grandis, 
with a beak like a toucan armed with saw-like cutting 
appliances for boring its way into the cotton bolls. Prof. 
Herrera of Mexico City writes that he has found our 


Scutellista mite feeding greedily upon th larvae of this- 


weevil, but Mr. Hunter says it bas been tried in Texas 
without satisfactory results. We couid spare possibly 
a few hundred thousand of these mites if they could be 
used to advantage in Texas and Mexico. As Prof. Her- 
rera writes that he has bred 30,00 of {h> mites upon one 
piece of paper coated with a paint made of the white and 
yellow of hens’ eggs, he no doubt bas a full supply. 


The boll weevil has already made its mark upon the 
cotton supplies of the world, assisting materially, in 
the deficit this August of 100,967 bales compared with 
the output of 199°. One Texas pianter who ia visiting in 
Southern California told me he only harvested ten bales 
from a section of land in cotton last season. With so 
much money behind the proposition the Department of 
Agriculture should be able to explore the ends of ihe 
earth for a parasite that should subjugate thi< pest. 
Fortunately Texas contains the only supply of bol: wre- 
vil known +o be in the cotton belt. The spread of chis 
evil in the Lone Star State has been marvelous, and at 
this time it is presumed that notbing can control it but 
the work of a parasite. | 

Rabbits and Tree-borers. 


CORRESPONDENT in speaking of protecting young 

orchard trees from rabbits, says he finds slaughter- 
house blood diluted with water and painted upon the 
trunks of the trees an absolute preventive of damage 
from rabbits. He ships out from Los Angeles supplies 
as needed and loses no trees from the work. of the ro- 
dents. In this part of the country squirrels hold the 
foreground in point of damage to crops. -A farmer told 
me last week that these pests had never before ap- 
proached in destructiveness the ravages Of this season. 
The squirrels have multiplied all through the season— 
an unusual occurrence, he states. He had boughi 
gallons of bisulphide of carbon and applied it with but 
indifferent results, his land being sandy and hence too 
porous for good work. This question is getting ihe 
more serious as the city demand for all kinds 
fruits and vegetables increases. Nothing but a united 
effort may reduce this pest to.a minimum. 

The correspondent also asks me to suggest some 
means of ridding his orchard trees of worms, not giving 
a clear idea, hwever, what the infection ts. It has al- 
ready taken twenty-seven of his young trees. | presume 
from the description the worm is the flat-headed borer, 
so fatal to young trees the last two years. I would like 
to see specimens of the pest. If it is the borer it was 
probably a nursery infection, and a close inspection of 
the trees should have been made before planting. In one 
portion of Los Angeles county a general burning of the 
affected trees was the remedy applied, and it has done 
more to eradicate the pest than any other plan would 
have accomplished. Radical, but effective, this means 
will make a year’s difference in the age of the trees, but 
the orchard will present a more uniform appearance 
than the result of an attempt to dig out and. destroy the 
borers after they have once secured entrance into the 
wood. Mr. F. F. S. should prepare to replant this win- 
ter, but I am in doubt whether he will find it profitable 
to replant these dead quinces with trecs of the same 
kind,

Natural Gas. 


TRANGE to say, although petroleum Is so plentiful, 
little natural gas has so far been found in Southern 
California. At most of the wells enough is developed to 
use for lighting around the well, if desired. A few years 
ago much excitement was caused by a gusher near Santa 
Fé Springs, in Los Angeles county, and a company was 
formed to develop it, but it proved to be a “pocket.” 
The reason for this scarcity of natural gas is supposed to 
be that the rock formation around here Is badly broken. 
Ventura county promises to prove an exception to 
this. It is rapidly coming to the front as a producer of 
natural gas. It remains to be seen whether this supply 
will prove permanent. The Ventura Free Press says: 
“Another enormous flow of natural gas has been ob- 
tained by the Ventura Water, Light and Power Com- 


“pany at its gas plant on the avenue. The driller has 


been at work for several days on the fifth well, and last 
Bight at a depth of about 125 feet struck the gas. The 
new well is the best producer in the field, yielding about 
35,000 feet of gas per day. As the company has already 
on hand a surplus of 10,000 feet, it is now certain that 


‘enough can be obtained to supply Oxnard and interme- 


diate points. Material for piping the gas to Oxnard and 
supplying that town has already been ordered, and as 
‘goon as it arrives men will be set at work extending the 
mains. It is possible that with the development of the 
‘wells the supply being considered inexhaustible, gas will 
be piped to Nordhoff, to Saticoy and Santa Paula.

| Santa Barbara the Beautiful. 


3 FOLDER issued by the Santa Barbara Chamber of 

Commerce contains the follewing argument in favor 
of that place as a resort: 

“This Paradise of the Occident is found on the main 
line of the Southern Pacific Railway, 370 miles southeast 
of San Francisco and 104 miles west of Los Angeles. It 
lies on the famous speedway of Uncle Sam's warships, 
the Santa Barbara Channel, the most placid bit of salt 
water in the world. The outlook of the city is toward 
the southeast and the whole valley, near the center of 
which the town is situated, has a southern exposure, 
flanked by a mountain range, 4000 feet in height. 

“No other maritime city has so low a wind movement 
or sO many days of sunshine per year and the relative 
humidity of the air is less than that of any seashore 
where a record is kept. With this maximum of sun- 
shine, minimum of wind movement and low humidity. 
is combined an equability of temperature which shuws a 
difference of but twelve degrees between the mean 
of January and the mean of July. This high standard of 
all fundamentals of climatic excellence, gives to Santa 
Barbara and the contiguous valley, the most perfect cli- 
mate known to man. There is no winter in any sense, 
and flowers bloom, fruits ripen, vegetables grow, all the 
year round. The heat of summer as known to most 
of the world, are here eliminated, for the temperature 
rarely goes to 80. It is beyond question that the salu- 
brity and balminess of the air at all seasons, the entire 
absence of malaria and all endemic and epidemic dis- 
eases, the wealth of sunshine, the wonderfully beapti- 
ful environment of mountain, island and sea, the rare 
combination of temperate and tropical vegetation, ren- 


tion regarding the Ornamental Stone and Brick Com- 
pany, which has just commenced operations in that 
town:

“The brick company has already taken several con- 
tracts to stppiy materia] to local builders, the largest 
one so far being for the new National Bank Building to 
be erected at Huntington Beach, which will require 
many thousand of the blocks. 

“Mr. Stone informed a Press representative that so 


many orders had been that they had been obliged 


to refuse new orders,.as hey would be unable to meet 
the time requirements, owing to the great numbers of 
previous orders, Meanwhile they are doing their level 
best to bring their plant to a point of output. 

“The blocks are made from a composition very simi- 
lar to that used in our cement sidewalks, practically the 
samie materials being used. 

“This new concern with the already established brick- 
making plant ought to be able to fully supply the home 
demand for brick and building Blocks, and place Long 
Beach in line te supply orders from out of town, and 
shortly to place us among the list of manufacturing 
cities.”

Is there any society, club or company 
that anyone can join that will insure him against being

Prenatal Influence. 


RS. G. sends the foliowing communication: 

“I wish to ask you if there are any means by 
which one. cao avoid being sick to the stomach 
during pregnancy. And also what you think of sugges- 
tions as a means of making the child just what one 
wants it to be. Do you not think people are too igno- 
rant as to how to educate a child before birth as well as 
afterward? Will you please give some definite means 
by which one can know how to educate a child before 
birth? I am eure your advice will be of value to many.” 
The only way to avoid what is known as “morning 
sickness" during pregnancy is for some time previous, 
and during gestation, to pay strict attention to hygiene, 
especially diet, taking moderate exercise and avoiding 
overwork. 

The editor has frequently shown that the pains of 
childbirth may be greatly decreased, if not avoided alto 
gether, by abstaining during pregnancy—or at least dur- 
ing the last six months of pregnancy—from food that 
tends to form bone and muscie, chief among which are 
the cereals, also by eating lightly and exercising rezgu- 
larly up to the last day. Anyone who eats largely dur- 
ing pregnancy “to keep up her strength” and takes little 
exercise may rely upon having a hard time. A child 
born under hygienic conditions is likely to be somewhat 
lighter than the average, but it will grow with amazing 
rapidity and within a short time outweigh those who 
were monsters at birth.

In 
the Bible we read how Jacob, being a wise man, and 
having agreed to receive as his share of the increase of 
the flocks sheep of a certain . caused them to pro- 
duce to suit himself by placing white or black rods in 
front of the ewes, at the time of conception. The an- 
cient Greeks fully realized the importance of surround- 
ing their women with beantiful objects during preg- 
nancy, and to this is doubtless in great degree due the 
wonderful beauty of the old Greek race, 

May we not suppose that if some being from another 
world could visi! the earth, he would be overcome with 
profound astonishment when he found us humans de- 
voting a vast amount of time and money to the perfec- 
tion of various breeds of animals, and varieties of vianis, 
while at the same time men and women were allowed 
to mate promiscuously, without any regard whatever to 
their mental, moral or physical fitness for the purpose 
of procreating their species? 

By a curious colncidence, on the same day that the 
above communication came to hand, there was received 
a copy of a, pamphiet entitled “Prenatal Duty,” by Mrs. 
Mary Barteau. This pamphiet covers the subject re- 
ferred to by the correspondent, the advice given being 
in the main excellent. The author shows that fathers 
ere not entirely relieved of responsibility regarding the 
child that is to be, as the mental! condition of the mother 
depends greatly upon her husband's treatment of her 
during the period of gestation. Mrs. Barteau thinks 
that the children born of a mother of advanced years are 
usually brighter and more talented than children born 
of younger mothers, which she believes is due to the 
knowledge gained by the mother’s experience. The au- 
thor narrates several interesting incidents showing the 
great influence for gocd or evil on the unborn child, ac- 
cording as impressions made upon the mother during 
pregnancy are good or evil. Artists an“ orators and au- 


thors have beea created in this way, as also have mur- 
derers and thieves. Mrs. Barteau also mainiains that 
sex may be determined at the time of conception by 
agreement and.concentration on the subject between the 
parents. She says that during the first six nonths of 
gestation the mcther may impart to ber child the men- 
tal and the spiritual. During the last three menths she 
may impress upon him what she desires him to be phys- 
feally. 
manifests the personal appearance of the father as well 
as of the mother, but it is imparted to the child by the 
mother during pregnancy.” This is questionable. Ac- 
cording to this view of the case, the father would have 
very little to do with the character of his offspring, 
which We know is not the case. Is it not presumabie 
that the embryo of the father’s side of the child exists 
in the spermatozoa? 

Mrs. Barteau correctly says that woman has the right 
to decide when she shall become a mother, and that the 
husband has no right to force motherhood upon her. -At 
the same time, this shou!d not be taken as an excuse by 
women who desire to avoid motherhood altogether, sim- 
ply because it entails upon them extra trouble, and in- 
terferes with their social gaieties. In such cases, a hus- 
band certainly has a right to demand a separation. 

In regard to the food that should be eaten during preg- 
nancy, Mrs. Barieau says: 

“During the period of pregnancy the mother should 
abstain from 4il animal food, as it produces an animal 
condition in *he unborn child. She should subsist on 
cereals, olive oj! and fresh fruits. Cereals being brain 
food, build the cellular tissues, whfle animal food lacks 
this building power and develops and stimulates the ani- 
mal nature, preparing it for those excesses which in 
after years work such sad havoc with life and char- 
ter.” 

She also quotes Dr. Hanish of Mazdaznan fame, as 
saying that the pregnant woman should exist principally 
upon wheat preparations. This is all wrong. As the 
editor has shown, the cereals are worst of all foods for

EFERENCE has frequently been made in this de- 
partment to the opening in Southern California—- 


in addition to the few already existing—for thoroughly 


well conducted health resorts, in which common-sense 
hygiene is combined with an atatractive and healthy lo- 
cation. It was recently mentioned in the news columns 
of The Times that a representative of the big Battle 
Creek institution, in Michigan, had been considering 
a proposition to take over a hotel at Glendale, just north 
of Los Angeles, and transform it into a sanatorium, run 
on the Battle Creek plan. 

Several years ago a couple of men came down from 
Battle Creek for the asseried purpose of-selecting a site 


located in St.. Helena, in Napa county. They looked at 
Long Beach, and Monrovia, and Anaheim, but their main 
idea seemed to be not so much to select the most desir- 
able site; but to find out where they could get the big- 
gest bonus. There seems to be something of this kind 
attaching to the present attempt. Glendale would be 
all right as a location provided the pending legal 
troubles about water rights in the San Fernando Valley 
are settled saiisfactorily. 

This Battle Creek institution is, as the editor has 
said, a peculiar mixture of hygiene, commerce and re- 
ligion. Dr. J. H. Kellogg, who is in charge of the in- 
stitution, is undoubtedly a man of high attainments 
on the subject of food values. He has written several 
interesting booklets on the subject, and has made a 
vast nomber of experiments with food. Probably the 
most profitable branch of the society’s business is the 
manufacture of various cereal foods, most of which taste 
very dry and insipid te an outsider. The institution ‘4 
also closely affiliated with the sect known as the Seventh 
Day Adventists, and apparently the buying and eating 
of Battie Creek food is a part of the cult of these people 
—of course, a very profitable calt for the sanatorium. 
This, as The Times has said, isa great mistake. Re- 
ligion and hygiene should be kept strictly apart, be- 
cause, by the Bible, you can prove anything on the sub- 
ject you please from various parts thercof.

Professor of Hygiene. — 


T is interesting tp note the growing tnterest taken by 

the public in the study of hygiene, which, being inter- 
preted, means the laws of health. Colleges, medical 
and otherwise, and even many members of the medical 
profession are beginning to realize that there is only one 
way to cure disease, and this is to “cease to do evil and 
learn to do well.” Also, that nature is always trying to 
cure, not to kill, and that she will do so, if given half a 
chance, and is rot bandicapper by the forcing into sick 
stomachs of food and drugs. 

These few words are introductory to the following 
communication, received a few days ago by the editor 
from Victor Henderson, a bright young man, who was 
for a time connected with the Los Angeles Times, and 
has been for several years secretary to President Ide 
Wheeler of the University of California, also for some 
months acting temporarily as secretary of the Univer- 


sity. Such a course as that described—provided, always, | 
-the instruction is based on true hygienic laws—is cap- 


freshman year) special exercises being prescribed in case 
there is need of the correction of bodily deformity or for 
a particular kind of physical development. Moreover, 
every man who wishes to be excused for one day or for 
longer from military drill—it is required of the male stu- 
dents during the first three years of attendance—must 
report for special medical examination to Dr. Reinhardt. 
This means that the University keeps most careful | 
watch of the bodily condition of its students, and it 
means that Dr. Reinhardt, as professor of hygiene, has a 
rich opportunity to give a word of advice at the time 
when it will be most effective. 


“Besides this elementary course in personal and public 
hygiene other courses more advanced in character are to 
be offered this year by Dr. Reinhardt. The instruction 
which I have described is, as you see, not restricted to 
students who wish to become physicians, but is so plan- 
ned that its advantages will be enjoyed by every stu- 
dent, no matter how brief his stay in the University. It 
seems to me that the University is making a very great 
contribution to the cause of public health in thus re- 
quiring every student to receive instruction in a subject 
of such vast and general importance.” 

As the editor has said, it would be well if the medical 
colleges of all schools—allopathic, homeopathic and os- 
teopathic—would devote more attention to this impor- 
tant subject. The State University has oot a good ex- 
ample. 


Adulterated Foods. 


PAMPHLET has been received from the United 
States Department of Agriculture giving the results 

of experiments undertaken by Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, on the effects of preserva- 
tives of foods. The editor has frequently calléd atten- 
tion to the foolish waste of time and money in such an 
experiment. The essence of Dr. Wiley’s great experi- 
ment is summed up in the following closing paragraph: 
“It appears, therefore, that both boric acid and borax, 
when continuouosly administered in small doses for a 
long period, or when given in large quantities for a 
disturbasices of appetite, of diges- 


external use. The value which they possess in these 
cases does not seem to have any relation to their use in 
the healthy organism except when properly prescribed 
as prophylactics. The fact that any remedy is useful 
in disease does not appear to logically warrant its use 
at any other time.” 

On the contrary, the fact is that anything that will 
make a well man sick, will make a sick man worse. 
Another self-evident, simple proposition, that the doc- 
tors, stumbling around in the dark have lost sight of. 
However, it was of food adulteration that the editor 
started to write. Some of the States have purefood 
laws, which are strictly enforced—unfortunately very. 
few of these—others have good pure-food laws that are 
not enforced, and quite a number have no food laws at 
all. As a consequence, thousands upon thousands of val- 
uable lives are sacrificed every year, while hundreds of 
thousands of other people, through the consumption of 
adulterated foods, drag out a miserable existence, as in- 
valids.

The same 
might truthfully be said of the people of the United 
States, at least in regard to their dietary customs. They

Years ago Monarch fell @ hapless prisoner. His native ; 


- home was far away up in the very rugged heart of the 
vest Sierra Nevada range of mountains, in California. 
The Commissioners of Golden Gate Park were very de- 
sirous of securing a grizzly bear as one of the chief at- 


tractions. The larger the animal, the more valuable the 


. prize. 

. $0, a very, liberal sum was offered for such a captive. 
Several experienced trappers and hunters clubbed to- 
gether, bent on capturing a grizzly bear. But they had 
to work for some time before they secured so — 
prized a captive. . 

Finally, a bear was caught away up amid the senned | 
fastnesses of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. A very 
powerful log trap was constructed, and very temptingly 
baited. Old bruin one day walked unsuspectingly to his 
fate. He sprung the ponderous trap, and was a hope- 
less prisoner. 

‘Indeed, he proved to be a monster. At the time of his 
capture. the bear was full-grown—in fact, was middle- 

« aged. For a time, the animal was sullen, ferocious, and 
wild with fury by turns. — 

it proved no easy or safe task to transfer the savage 
creature to a strong iron cage and bring it—first by 
team, and then by rail—to San Francisco. But, at 
length the powerful monster was landed securely at the 


There he was transferred to a very large steel cage 

» Where he has ever since made his home. He was appro- 

priately named “Monarcif’ by reasopv of his enormous 
‘Bize and weight, by the Park Commissioners. 

Captivity and constant contact. with human beings did 
“much to tame and soften down the ferocious spirit of 
Monarch. Soon the great shambler became reconciled 
to his fate, and ceased to show his real savage nature. 
‘He seemed to grow rather fond of his keeper, who daily 
gave the great captive his rations of meat, vegetables 
and fruits. 

"To all the vast multitudes who visited his cage and. 
gazed at him, Monarch seemed quite agreeable. Ali vis-

_ “fooked better behin&. the bars.” Certain it was, he was 
safer. 


Monarch has never yet been weighed—and never will 
be while he lives. To weigh him would be a too hazard- 
ous task. His weight must be enormous. Experienced

The animal seemed-contented in a way. He was kept 
“rolling fat," he had very ‘comfortable quarters and 
plenty of good f6od to tickle his palate.

Like every 
other bear, Monarch delighted in bathing, and spent 
much of his time disporting in the water. 

But for dll these comforts and luxuries of his enforced 
captivity, Motarch seemed’ restless, and discon- 
tented.

HOW THE CANAL WILL BE DUG. : 

Civil engineers in all parts of the world are watching 
the Isthmus of Panama with keen and wnusual interest. 
Through their technical magazines they have been in-. 
formed of the nature of the great work to be done, and 
although they may never have any personal interest in 
the matter, they have a deep professional pride in the 
solution of the problems with which their brothers will 
contend. 

It ta the opinion of the experts that Western men and 
Western methods will dig the great canal. This is not 
merely because the chief engineer, Mr. John F. Wallace, 
is a Western man. With the exception of some great 
bridges and the- construction of the subways in Boston 
and New York, the East has not for a long time had 
any really important engineering task to perform. The 
West, on the other hand, has had, {[n the building of 
the Chicago drainage canal, one of the greatest engineer- 
ing undertakings of the world, and performed it with 
wonderful eas>, dispatch and success. . 

This is due largely to the ingenuity and courage of 
the men who did the work. Every undertaking of this 
kind is a great gambling game—legitimate, of course, 
but still a gambling game. Cortractors on the Chicago 
drainage canal risk2d hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on the construciion of new excavating devices fa the 
hope of saving a cent a cubic yard; and the cent they 
saved made fortunes for them. 

The fruit of this courage and ingenuity is traveling ‘ 
cable bridges, revolving derricks, new “inclines,” pneu- 
matic dumping cars, steam shovels larger and more 
powerful than were ever used before, new steam drills | 
and “channeling machines.” 

These devices will all be brought into requisition for 
the tremendous task which the United States has under- 
taken at Panama; and more important still, the habit 
of mind which created them, by going straight to the 
root of every new problem, will also be available. That 
is why engineers look to see the work done at a speed 
and a price which will set a standard for the world for 
ae to come.—[ Youth's Companion.

Discoverrep Facrs Turow Licut 
Upon Ir. 

{Washington Post:] Recent investigations into the 
history of the famous Childrefi’s Crusade have developed 
facts that make it apparent that it was the result of one 
of the most diabolical plots of which history makes 
mention. 

Early in the spring of 1213 two men, ‘wearing the garb 
of monks and claiming to be such, appeared in France 
and Germany, calling all the children they met to take 
the cross and journey to the Holy Land. The two men 
gathered the children about them in the streets of cities 
and towns, and urged them to join in the new crusade. 
All the idle and deserted children who usually are to be 
found in large numbers in big cities were sought out by 
the two men and formed into bands, which were started 
on the march for the French seaport of Marseilles. 

As they marched along the country roads they were 
joined by other children. The frenzy spread throughout 
the countries where the two men preached. In all about 
30,000 boys and girls set out on the march for Palestine. 

Now these two men who had gone about preaching the 
Children’s Crusade were not monks at all, but two emis- 
saries of some merchants of Marseilles, who saw an 
opportunity to gain a great deal of money if they could 
inveigie children into ships, take them to the coast of 
Africa, and there sell them to the Mohammedans as 
slaves. 

The children wha marched to Marseilles were taken 
on board a fleet of ships belonging to these merchants,

But the ships were scarcely well off the coast when a 

great storm came up and drove them toward the shores 
of Italy.
